2. ROGERS. ON PAGE THREE UNDER THREE COLUMN HEAD, DIUGUID RE- 
PORTS PROM BOGOTA SECRETARY MADE MAJOR SPEECH OP LATAM TOUR 
PRIDAY, TELLING COLOMBIANS U. S. POLICY 

HAS SHIFTED PROM PATERNALISM TO FRATERNALISM. REPORTS DESPITE 
ADVANCE BILLING THIS WOULD BE HIS PRINCIPAL PUBLIC STATEMENT IN 
EIGHT- NATION TOUR, SPEECH CONTAINED NO NEW THOUGHTS. SAYS SEC-

TOO UNQUOTE. GREER REPORTS CASEY SAID FRIDAY THAT HE REBUFFED 
REQUEST FROM DEAN THAT HE SEEK POSTPONEMENT SUPOENAES RELATING
